It Is proposed 
to Inaugurate a system of Informal, In- 
terelaes debates. These win be hc*ld 
every we*»k and a definite schedule will 
be drawn up In league forms. It In 
hoped Inert classes from every faculty 
will he represented and that a groat 
deal of new material will be brought to 
llcht. From present prospects eight or 
etn classas win probably take part. 
This will form nn attractive series, 
which, with two debates every week,

A very appreciative gathering swal'- 
ed yesterday afternoon. In tho Common 
Itoom of R.V.C.. the second of Dr. Sy- 
mond's lectures on the Kingdom of 
Heaven, the first lecture on the King- 
dom of Heaven as found In the Old 
Testament having been given on the 
preceding Wcdcnsday. 

The minutes of the last meeting hav- 
ing been rend and approved, the pre- 
sident announced an open meeting to 
bo held on Thursdsy evening at thn 
Strathcona Hall at which Doctor Rob- 
erlaon will speak. She then called up- 
on Dr. Symonds. 

Dr. Symonds began his address with 
a short resume of his last lecture, em- 
phasizing the point that. In order to 
understand the Kingdom of*Heaven us 
found In the teaching of Christ, It Is 
necessary to have a clear Idea of what 
this Kingdom meant to His contempor- 
aries. These had derived their concop- 
Uon of the Kingdom of God from the 
Old Testament and from the works 
which lie between the Old and the Now 
Testaments, namely, the apocalypil.: 
writings that followed the book of Ma- 
lachl. These books are full of the Idea 
of the Kingship and the Kingdom of 
Ood and. as they were commonly 
taught by the Rabhls of Christ's trnio. 
He must have been not only familiar 
with them, but also deeply impressed 
nnd Influenced by their vivid prophs- 
ctes. When this Is reullxed. fresh 
weight Is addod to the first words 
which arc recorded as having been 
spoken hr Him In the oldest gospel, 
gospel of St. Mark. "The tlmo Is ful- 
filled and the Kingdom of Ood Is at 
hand." 

Dr. Symonds here remarked the ex- 
traordinary way In whloh the teaching 
of Christ has been burlod under a heap 
of superstition. Herein, he declared, 
lies the great mistake of present day 
Protestantism. As an example of this, 
he cited the little importance that is 
attached to Christ's words concerning 
the Kingdom of Heaven, whereas the 
great word gospel really means tho 
rood news of the Kingdom of Ood and 
Christ is constantly referring to this 
subject. 

Following this announcement of the 
coming of the Kingdom of Heaven Is 
the call of Christ to repentance, a re- 
pentance which means not merely sor- 
row or remorse but a change or mind: 
Christ called the Jews to change their 
exclusive conception of the Great 
Kingdom, as well as to reform their 
manner of life, when he said "Repent 
Ye." 

In spesfklng of the many parables on 
flhe Kingdom of Heavon, Dr. Symonds 
pointed out the fact that tho Hebrew* 
wero neither systematic nor logical, 
that the Oriental mind loves visions. 
Therefore Christ taught after thoi.- 
fashlon and revealed His conception of 
the Kingdom of God In little plctiiros, 
each one of which shows nn aspect of 
that Kingdom. With the parable 
the man and the precious stone,

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ARE YOU A KNOCKER? 

It if. cahy to criticize and this in great measure accounts for 
the fact that the world has a very apparent superfluity of critics. 
The line of least resistance is at all times tempting. To do, and 
to accomplish, requires expenditure of energy while to merely 
criticize, in the meaner sense of the word, is an ..occupation : vtc 
suited to the idler and the croaker. 

Criticism, like many other things, when properly employed 
and directed, may be the means of effecting improvement and 
stimulating progress. In its use it is excellent, but in its abuse 
it is in truth an abomination, the effect of which is to cast a blight 
upon enterprise. 

The university is in a very true sense the training-ground for 
citizenship, and as such it is a world in minature. It represents 
the same struggles, the same possibilities for accomplishment and 
the same liability to defeat. University life should be broad 
enough to allow ample scope for the exercise and development of 
every talent and capability. 

To a certain extent at least we believe that this state of affairs 
is true at McGill. We have student activities and the fact of their 
existence imposes an obligation upon every man to assume his 
share of the responsibility for their support. 

The maintenance of student activities of course carries with 
it problems of considerable variety. Someone must be responsible 
for their solution. Unfortunately men arc not as public-spirited 
as they might be and the majority arc content to leave matters of 
public concern to the minority who, being men of action and 
accomplishment, with the ability to do things and an abhorrence 
for seeing things undone, push personal considerations aside and 
assume the duties and obligations which should be borne by all. 
This, of course, is a fact which to some extent at least is irremedi- 
able. All men arc not capable of rendering such service for the 
public weal, others are, for one reason or another, prevented from 
so doing, and so the burden is left to the few. 

The deplorable part of the whole matter is, not so much that 
a few arc compelled to bear the brunt of the burden but, that so 
many of these, who assume absolutely no responsibility, make a 
practice of "knocking" the efforts and accomplishments of the few 
upon whom these duties devolve. In short, and to state it frankly, 
there are too many men and women in the great outside world as 
well as within the limits of our University, who arc chronic 
"knockers." They criticize indiscriminately and their criticism 
is not of the constructive type. Their contribution to student 
activities and institutions partakes of the nature of a liability. It 
is a wet blanket which stays progress and dampens enthusiasm. 

We arc all confronted with obligations. If circumstances 
prevent their fulfillment, so much the worse for us and the things 
or persons to whom we arc obliged. But at least let us not hinder 
or discourage others who arc doing their share, as well as a very 
considerable part of our own, to maintain institutions and privi- 
leges which none of us are loath to take advantage of.

This la 
clearly shown In the command "Jajvo 
thy neighbors" and In tho pn.rn.blo of 
the Oood .Samaritan, ua well as in His 
attitude towards Ihu Roman centurion 
and the woman of Samarln. 

In closing Dr. Symonds doclarcd ihu: 
the Church an It exist* now eannot ho 
Identified with the. Kingdom of; Qod. 
There exlata between Bhem the some 
difference as between the architect's 
pinna of n great cathedraj and that 
cathedral in the courae of construction. 

The one la a perfect Ideal, the other 
Incomplete and full of mistakes. It re- 
mains for us all, an builders of thla 
great temple, to do one little bit of 
work faithfully and In accordance with 
tho plana of the Great Designer.

The 
present water power is 1725 horsepow- 
er, but the canal sud plpo lino is large 
enough for 5000 horsepower. Tho 
power plant is located at the bottom 
of a deep barinne o, and tho sound uf 
the rushing water duplicates the bum 
of tho mill above The foliage is lux- 
uriant, and tiny waterfalls of spray 
float downward to -add their mite to 
the ruabing atrtfam' below. Far above 
la the blue eky flecker! wltn white 
wlspa of cloud, while tho buzzards; 
with their great wig-spread, wheel 
and circle overhead. 

IMcnae Agelnst eRbeli. 
On tho edges of the cliff arc two 
block houses mamied by federal troopu 
for the defense 1 of the plant, the pipe 
line of which 'was dynamited' by the 
rebels on the refusal of the company 
to pay tribute. ' The mountain section 
of the railway from Mexico City to 
Veracruz is defended ici the aame 
manner. ■ ' .. 

The gardens here are lovely. Tho 
neatly uiramcd'hedges are ablaze with 
th bright crimson of the talipsa of 
which they are made, and the rich 
carmine of the (bbugaln village is seen 
about tho houses and evçn decorates 
the tree tops. The tvfaite-cappcd peak 
of Ortiaba is set on the pale brick- 
red cope of the mountain, rising ma- 
jestically above the dark green range 
of the Sierra Negra, and the aufar 
loaf of Tepolteca bright green with 
foliacé comprises the immediate fore- 
ground. 

Farther down' the Rio Blanco ia the 
power plant of the Pucbla Light & 
Power Company. The tramway cars 
drawn by mules run so infrequently 
that the cofopany provide* a gaaoUne 
driven daifr^»aîch runs on tho rails, 
for the «a* of its staff, and tho trip 
to Tuxporjgo is very enjoyable- The 
route parses through the village of 
i:nramrla,à»>bero the roadside ia llnod 
with ihdlaK'huts, almost hidden under 
the dense growth of the cbaliote vine, 
producing a atarcby vegetable of which 
the natives are vcrr fond. Their huts 
are heavily thatched on the roof, bul 
the sides are merely vertical bamboo 
poles net about half an Inch apart, 
which provide -no protection agalnBt 
the slanting rains accompanying a

A MEXICAN JUTE 
MILL IN ACTION 



One might believe that the Santa 
Oertrudis Jute mill, located here, was 
situated in Dundee, Scotland, Judging 
by the Scotch accept of the managers 
and the Dundee machinery. The Jnte 
mill haa a force of 400 men and 200 
women, but has sufficient machinery 
to employ 1200 persons. The present 
poor demand ia due to the importatlou 
of aecond-hand American sscka free 
of duty; but the government is sr- 
ranglng to Impose a duty on second- 
hand sacks, and It It hoped that this 
'a 111 stimulate the demand! for the fac- 
tory's output. 

The workers ore paid 1.65 pesoa per 
day of eight houra for men, and L30 
pesos for women, while the piece- 
workers earn as much as 15 pesos 
per woek of 48 hours. The workers 
are housed In dwellings provided by 
the company at a nominal rental, and 
tho company contributes toward the 
oxpense of educating the childron. 

There aro about 360 looms and about 
6000 spindles in the plant, tho power 
for driving them bolng obtained from 
the water power of the Rio Blanco. In 



weighing as much a* 30 tons, to tho 
valley 1000 feet below. To one. on a 
car attached to the engine by a steel 
cable,, it looks as If a Journey down 
the bluff would leave one suspended 
In mld-atr, and when the brow Is 
passed and the car stands almost up- 
right on a 68 per cent grade, one doeB 
not feel reassured. 

Tho power plant is beautifully, lo- 
cated, with charming bungalows for 
the staff Just above it, but unfortu- 
nately they cannot be occupied on ac- 
count of robel activity. The gardeno 
are full of orange, lemon, banana, 
and grapefruit trees being with the 
weight of fruit 

Power From Bio Blanco. 

The power plant takes its water 
from the Rio Blanco about a mile 
away and it is carried on ; the 
hydraulic gradient through s tunnel 
to the hillside sbove the power house 
and then by two steel pipes of 1.60 
meters diameter to the turbines with 
a head of 500 feet. The turbines arc 
of Swiss manufacture and the genera- 
tors aro American, in two units capa- 
ble of developing 6000 kilowatts at a 
voltsge of -AOO0, which is stepped up 
to 100,000 volts for Puebla about 90 
miles distant, and up to 40,000 volts 
for Veracruz about 60 miles away. At 
present Veracruz takes 1800 kilowatts 
and Puebla about 7000 kilowatts which 
requires only 10 per cent of the 
available power in the river as it 
passes the intake. This can best be 
realized by wslklng half a mile np 
to the falls of Tuxpango, where the 
water in great volume is dashed to 
spray over a height of 60 feet- 

The air around Is humid and laden 
with the scent of flowers, the aides of 
the barranco being covered with 
ferns and trees leaning far out over 
the -splashing water, while orchidu 
with their delicate tints and fantastic 
forms cluster in the lower forks of 
the branches and cling around the 
tree trunks.. 

The source of a great part of this 
valuable water power is no farther 
off than N'ogales, where tho watrc 
rusher, out from the base of a lime- 
stone mountain in a series of great 
springs which on uniting, combine to 
make a river that never fails. Tho 
water at N'ogales Is pure and clear, 
and the banks of the stream aro over- 
grown with the florlpondlo which ha» 
numerous pendent trumpet flowers of 
four Inches in length.
